I'heonlv cvflit wliicli .'^I'liously tnin.'. iu'd t" I'l 
tcrrupl tlie iirosperity ol ilie iias't lear was tlie 'lo- 
ciipatioii of the Island of .San .luaii by the tri)u|)s 
of the United .States ; but as that lori " has been 
since in part witlidrawn, and all qnestions respect- 
ing the disputed territory referred to llcr Majes- 
ty's Government, it is hoped from the conciliatory 
tone adopted by bylh goveiniuenls, that iiuthiiiK 
will occur to prevent a peaceful solution of the 
duestidii it Issue. 

I have to inform you th.it her Majesty's Govern- 
ment have announced their intention to enter into 
possession of Vancouver Island, and that the 
conneoilon of the Hudson Bay Company with tlu; 
Islaiid w.is to ternimalo as soon as f|ni'sti";is of 
account butHeeii lli<' Uouipai.y ami Iut .Maji';,ly'.s 
OovoriinicT.l were :-oltli d, and, mop'ovr, liiat tlio 
connection must be regarded as alre:nly teriiiiua- 
ted. — to this e.^cteiit, that tin- Company are no 
longer required to pruvidn niean.i lor delr.iying 
the expense of the civil adnunislratiof. of tlie ooi- 
ouy. 

Her Majesty's Government continue to express 
the most lively solicitude for the prosperity and 
well being of the colony, .but have, nevertheless, 
authorizea ine'diatinctiv to statd, for your informa- 
tion, that Yoncouvel' Island, like other British 
communitiM, however small, must expect nu as- 
sistance.from.wlthguttowaras defraying the ordi 
nary and regular expenses of her (Jovernnient. 

The amount of these expenses, and tlie salaries 
to be iiaid in the hrst iiibtanui', is left te our di.-- 
critioii, her Majesty's (juvcrnmcnt havin;; ii.^ 
wish to see any provision iiiaile lu yond what lUci 
limited means of the colony will .alow, lor the 
civil government of the Island. 

'I'hey however deem that payment for services 
of a permanent nature, such as those of the (Juv- 
ernor, Chief Justice, and other priiieipul'ollicers of 
Government, toAaicucr/AeiVowounOHCsy bo, shall 
be fixed by law, and not mercly.pli^ced on the un- 
' Bual estimitos. .1 

Such being, tho cose, it becomes our duty at 
, once to take the nocessary steps for rai-.n;; a rev- 

' •niie' within the colony to meet tlmt e.\peiiditure ; 
and I shall hot fail, oh such provisions being made 
to recommend that the moneys hereafter derived 
from the sale uf Crown lauds williiii the colony, 
may bo left by her .Majesty's Government at the 
disposal of the Coloniii'i Logislaturo. 

1 will eaubo the amount of tl^ftti^XBenclitUre to bo 
licrcafler laid before yim, together with tho esti- 
mates for the year 18tiD. 

It will also be e.vj/edient, in the courFe of the 
present session, to ravise the e.\i.stiiig laws of the 
colony, and to provide, by other eiiuctmentSi fur 
the quieting of titles transmitted through alious, 
and for the registration of deeds, as the waut of 



such laws is now felt to be n public evil ; and the 
enactment will be a measure of general utility and 
advantage, by adding greatly to the value of real 
estate, in facilitating its transfer and iqpnvoyanco, 
and by the security given to tho title to land. 

It will further be expedientto provide means for 
defr.iving the expense of making a selection from 
the Statute Law of England of such Acts os may 
be adaiited to this colony. 

The Public Schools have also strong cUims upon 
our nttenliiin, and provision should now be made 
for their future .support. I think inquiry will elicit 
tho fai t that tho teachers' salaries are disnropnr- 
tionately small for their station in life, and innde- 
(piate ill amount for their support in adecent posi- 
tion : as, since those rates were fixed, a great 
increase has taken riliico in tho price of almost 
every necessary of life. A larger salary, by mak- 
ini; the ollieo desirable, will secure eftieiency and 
higli attainments in the teachers, and, with respect 
to the existing schools, may^ by an incrense of 
fees, be allowed without adding to the public bur- 
dens. 

'I'hc moral sad religious education of the people 
being one of the most important duties deserving 
of tho attention of the Government, the present is 
a lilting time for the initiation of a system provid- 
ing for the erection and maintenance of places of 
Christian worship. 

In a nesv country, to which persons of all religi- 
ous persuasions are invited to resort, it wovild be 
impossitile, wiihout injustice to some, to establish 
an endowed ehureh ; but it is, nc verthdes'j, the 
duty of States to jifotect the interests of religion, 
and especially when new settlements are formed, 
to cause the means of religious instruction to be 
]ilaecd within the reach of every member of the 
eoinmunity, either by granting assistance propor- 
tionate to," and in aid of private contributions, or 
by some other method which may appear more 
eou.tucive to that end. 

%Ve have also to consider how the colonization 
of the country, and the devcloiiment of its re- 
sources can best be jiromnted. 

With a jileasant and healthy climate, which on 
tlu! whole may compare favorably witli that of any 
other country, Vancouver Island also possesses a 
fertile soil ; forests of vast extent; a sea-coast 
aiioundiiiLC in lish, and studded with safe and con- 
vi iiiriit harliors ; extrusive coal-beds; and the un- 
occupied lanils of the Crown form a wide and 
varied domain, and we have to consider how those 
.-..lurr-es of wealth arc to be developed and to be 
made of value to the colony. 

To encourage and enable settlers to occupy the 
lands of the Crown,' and to brint? those lands into 
a productive state, are the first and obvious steps 
tewiirds that great end. lint its full atliiinment i.- 
itiipos.sible with our present small pojnilillion ; 
tlierefore inducement should be held oui capable 
of attracting immii;raiits to the Colony, as it is 
chielly to such menn.i that we must look for an in- 
crease of population ; and, as without attractive 
indu,-!emenls, there will probably be no large im- 
niiaratimi of British subjects to this part of the 
world. 

'I'lie system of Free 'I'rade already established in 
the Colony is one singular advantage enjoyed liy 
the producing classes of Vancouver Island, and its 
usual effect in reducing the prices'of foreign neces- 
saries, must ultimately cn.able tin m, in this market, 
to eompete successfully in our own staples with 
the producers in other countries. 

I'ursuing that course of policy with respect to 
tlu; general trade of the Colony, I am p.-epared. 
also, t.i eonrnir in any measures which may tend 
iii'irc ilircrtiv to cncmirage settlers to occupv and 
• nliivaie iln-' c.mntry ; and I believe that the cheaji 
and ea-y anini-itioii of public land, and the con- 
sli uction of roads, to facilitate and reduce the cost 
of transit In and fr^nn the settlements, will tend 
malrrially to the advanecment of those objects. 

Should it a|ipear that greater inducements arc 
necessarv to aid the settler in his early struggles 
with the difiiciilties which nature everywhere intr r- 
■loses to the fruition of his hope^, it will bo oo, 
duty to conshlcr to what extent, and in w hat wiy 
tliat aid should be granted. 

I will, hereafter, lay before you the copy of a

; •.■pr.--.-i,l;ni; a hiL'bh respectable Fnglish associ.i-

I an-l ofenlciiiig largely into the manufacture am! 
I c-:.iiort of deals and siiips' spars. An cntiT|>ris.- 
s, ,!.-sirablc and important in all its bearings wit!; 
rcspi-ct to the Colonv, that I did not fail, by surli 
iiul'iccments as I coiiid i.lfcr, to eonlirm the asso- 
ciation in their purpose 

If the results obtainable through thoioindustrial 
pursuits may he estiiniited from the number .-f 
ships emplovcd, and the amount of capital invest- 
ed in the fisheries and timber trade in the British 
Provinces of North America, we shall at once per- 
ceive their extraordinary value and importance. 
Fortunately, the growing trade of Xanainio, where, 
as appears by the I'ort returns !'or the month of 
January last, a nnmber of vessel.s forming an ai;- 
gregate lonn.-ii^e of 'JOIIO tons, were then employed 
in takini; in coal for exportation, furnishes a ready 
illustration of the snbjcc; and of the results that 
may be expected from judicious and well-directed 
enterprise. 

I would furlher claim yonr attention to tho great 
national olij.-ct of establishing lisheries on the 
coast of Vaiieoiiver Island, in order that tlio sub- 
ject may bo brought thoroughly under review, and 
that measures may be adopted to attract attention 
to a br.anch of industry of great political and com- 
mercial importance, and that is capable of adding 
80 largely to tho wealth and future power of the 
Colony.' 

It is in ■ contemplation to bring forward many 
useful measures in course of the present session, 
but espei'i.illy an actfor the incorporation of tho 
town of Victoria, which will speedily belaid beh)rc

House proceeded to Ihs election of a 
Speaker. 

Mr Atlorney General Cary, nominated J. 
S.!Hel(i|cken, Esq.; seconded by Mr. Gor- 
don. 

Mr Cooper proposed aa amendment, Mr 
G. H. Cary, which being seconded bv Mr 
Waddinglon, was put to vote and lost. The 
molioii being put was carried; andlhooleik 
conducted Ihe Speaker elect to the chair. 

The Speaker thariked the House for the 
hottoT done hinn, arid announced ihat the 
Governor would be ready at 3 o'clock to 
express his approbation at the eieotion of 
Speaker. Adjourned till 3 p, h. 

Atternoon SxssiOMj.S o'clock. 
The House waited on His Excellency to 

announce tiie election of Speaker, and then 
returned and commenced lakinj^ and sub- 
scribing Ihe usual oaths. INlr Selim Frank- 
lin not having complied with tho law by 
taking and subscribing the oath "on the 
true faith of a Christian," the attention of 
the Spt?aker was directed to the fact by Mr 
VVaddin^iton, who remarked " that he did il 
merely in order to secure obedience to the 
law." 

Mr Acting Colonial Secretary Young here 
approached the Speaker without any ado, 
and commitled to him the Poll-books of the 

difi'erent ilistricl.'i ! 

When the members were all duly sworn, 
.Mr Wad din glut! atjaiti directed the attention 
of the Speaker to Mr Fiankliii's non-cum- 
plianct! vvitb liie law. 

Mr Speaker : It has been brought to my 
knowledge that the hoti. member from 'Vio- 
loria (.Mr' Franklin) did not lake the bath hx 
the usual loriii. I therefnte re(|uest him to 
withdiaw. .Mr F. Ilieii withdr(;w from the 
House, after wliieh the Spe.iker continued : 
I think the Act of 1858 extends here, and 
the case can be reached by resolution. 

Mr Crease: Perhaps the hon. gentleman 
would not decline taking the oulh if dts- 
liiii tl v otl'eied to him. 

Mr Frank liii was then .summoned by the 
Speaker to the clerk's lable, and asked if 
he would take the oalii in the form pre- 
scribed by law. 

Mr Franklin, evading the question, said : 
iNfr Speaker, having received a peremptory 
order to wiltulraw, 1 accordingly withdraw, 
as in thily bound. 1 look the oaths this 
muining, and those now proflered to me, 
and 1 cbiim my sent to ' sit and vote as a 
member of this House. , ' 

The Speaker again asked the same ques- 
tion, which Mr F. liid rot answer, but merely 
ve-ilerated, uiiili;r considerable e.vciteinent, 
what he had saiil previously.

,Mr. .\tioi;ii'y (;iMi. Caiy iliought there was 
consideiablu ihaibt wliether either of the 
oaths e.vteiided here. He thought no oath 
was necessary e vcept that defined by the 
local Act, and tUat the House should take 
the responsibility to seat the member by 
resolution. 

Mr. Foster could not see tlie point why 
there was no necessity for the oath as inti- 
mated by the learned Attorney General. We 
have all liiken tho oath. Why did we do 
it if there wa.s not necessity ! Why excuse 
one J and why does the lion, and learned 
Attorney Geneial say now that there is ;i 
doubt us to whether the law e.vieuded here ! 
It was-hisplaiseto see to it before and it 
was no time now to raise tiie question. 

Mr. Atl. Gen. Cary : I Aid not say no ne- 
cessity. 

Mr. Crease was astonished that the Attor- 
Gei'etul should come lorwatd now and tell 
us that uu oath is iiecesi^arv. It should 
have been dona before, Ho Jid see the ne< 
cessily of the OBths sanotioned by the whole 
common law of the country. Had it been 
left to him he would abrogate all law on the 
subject. 15ut as it is Ihciu is no tloubt this 
House is bound to take the oaths presented 
by the common law. . 

Mr. Gordon said he would like to know 
how Ihe fiiiilt occurred? how that Mr. 
Franklin liail the only faulty oath adminis- 
tered lo liiiii ' 

Speaker: Does the new member decline 
taking ihe oath ! 

Mr. Franlclin said he had already takon 
the oaths and that ha declined any other. 
( He then retired.} 

Mr. Speaker said that it was his oi)inion 
they could teach' the case by a resolution of 
the House. 

Mr. Waddinglon Kaid lin could ou.sily -see 
how that could be done in the future; but 
no erposl ftido law coulil now bo past on the 
.'Uibjeet. 

iMr. Att. Geii, Cary concurred with the 

Speaker, 

Mr. Foster: It is iieiioath tho dignity of 
tho House to lay a paper — the written oaths 
— before all the members but one, {hear, 



hear,) and he hoped no resolution would be 



Mr. Crease: Opposed a resolution. He 
had worked hard to secure the eieotion of 
the honorable member, but he considered 
that the oath lay at the very foundation of 
our common law, and could not be evaded. 

Mr. Alt'y Gen. Cary said that if a faulty 
copy of tho oath was laid before Mr. F., it 
was necessary to inquire who did il, as il 
desorved the most severe reprobation, 

After some discussion to the same purport, 
Mr. Cary moved that the question as to Ihe 
faulty copy and the non-compliance with 
tho law as regarded Mr. Franklin, be de- 
ferred till to-morrow. Passed. 

Speaker : How long will the House be 
entitled to receive pstitions on contested 
elections ? 

Mr. Crease said the law defined 14 days. 
The Honse then adjourned till 2 p. ts. 

Friday. 

Fridat, 2 p. M. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

The que.'<tion relalinj; to the disability of 
Mr Franklin came up for discussion, during 
which he entered tho House and attempted 
lo take hi,s seat, but was refused the privi- 
lege, and then withdrew. Mr Gary made a 
long speech, in which he attempted to prove' 
that a dispatch from the Colonial OfHce to 
the Oovernor in IS.'jG, which dictated the 
summoning of a legislature and which stated 
that tlio oaths of allegiance were to be ad- 
ministered, and did not therein mention the 
oath of abjuration; that consequently the 
latter oath did not extend here, whilst the 
former did. Thus he would have the House 
believe that a dispatch was a statute bind- 
ing on the subject, notwithstanding the ex- 
istence of a statute to the contrary. Again, 
he said that neither oath extended here, and 
cited colonies that had adopted some of the 
English statutes, and rejected others. But 
he failed to observe that these colonies were 
in a muss about the dictum of Attorney Gen- 
erals and Judges, and declared by statute 
what law should prevail to avoid doubts,— 
and not to declare that English statutes did 
not extend to a colony. 

Mr. Coles moved that Mr. Franklin do 
take his seat. 

Mr. Crease moved in amendment that a 
committee be appointed to report lo the 
House the disabilities attached to Uritish 
subjects becoming members of tho House. 
Ho said that the question had assumed such 
proportions that he deemed it advisable to 
defer its consideration. 

During a long, irregular, r.imbling discus- 
sion (during which Mr. Cary put a slip of 
paper on tlu; Speaker's desk [ .'] ) i\lajor 
Foster treated Mr. Cury to some sharp shoot- 
ing ill consequence of stating yesterday that 
he (Cary) ditl not know how Ihe faulty oath 
was administered : and to day explained that 
.Mr. Franklin and Judge Canieroii liad 
agreed toil before it was administered. 

Mr. Cary replied that yesterday he did not 
know. 

Capt. Cooper denounced the action of the 
member trying to smuggle himself into the 
House thtough commerce with Judge Cam- 
eron, and thought the action very im[)roper. 

On divi.sjun. the motion was lost. Ayes, 
Cary, McDonald, and Coles. Xoe.s, Crca.se, 
Foster, Cooper, Watldiiigton, Tolmie and 
Gordon, and the ameiidnient passed, and 
Messrs Cary, Tolmie, Crease, Waddinglon 
and Coles were appointed a committee ac- 
cordingly, 

.Some discussion occurred about a Clerk 
of the House. The .Speaker held that the 
House could not appoint a clerk. Mr Crease 
differed. Laid over. 

The Address, in reply to the Governor's 
speech, was made the order of the day for 
Monday, at '2 v. .-m. 

The House then adjourned.

We Have repeatedly disriieil' lh^e right of 
tho Company to sell a fofot of . land: in this 
colony, except on ■ one condition — that in- 
cluded in the L'raiit. In support of our posi- 
tion, we prupri-t: to pass briedy in review 
the title ot the Company to the land o;i which 
Victoria riiiw siaiids. 

Under l!io l.iceiisi; of e.vcl iisi ve trade with 
the Indians West of the lineky Minni'.aii.s. 
granted in 1S3S, the Coinpany ni.'.i!:- a -et- 
llement where Victoria now .'•Uniiis. I'rinr, 
they had no claim to the soil. I'nder the 
License, they had a bona tide claim v, use 
what land they wanted for tlie purposes of 
trsde.

From iins, tiien. it is 
plain that tho Company had no tide to the 
soir.irifejtlyBr.coIotly, except during the ex- 
istence of the license. If they had, why 
ask the Hofne GbverrihriGht'io'give the iand 
in the Work and McTavish memorial? And 
why did Gov. Douglas urge the necessity of 
giving to tho Company the land around the 
forts in Columbia, in order to make the Unit- 
ed Stales pay forilieir iinpfovemenis in Ore- 
gon and W ashington Territory ?

Tho Company conltl not, by n mere con- 
veyance to themselves, ohail;^e the iialuro of 
ibeiiilelii llie land ^iveii tiieiii liy grunt 
troin the ('rown. That title wan given as a 
iiiBi-e taibleeship, ami fur their Irouble they 
were to receive ten ]:er cent, of the f^ross 
receipts. N'o diliLireie.'e \vas niade between 
the sale of town sili\s and rural lands, 
liotioe, if they bought the land i»nd Kold it 
afterwards, nine-tenths of the rooeipts are 
still due. ' it is' follylto' assume tbat'th'ey' 
could change the natuie of Ihe title by con- 
veying to themselves. Were that precedent 
admitted, eyer^^ tnan holding a defective 
title could cure' the defect by conveying to 
himsell', — and the consequence would be 
land disputes would soon cease, and the 
riyhttiil owner lose his propijtly. A detec- 
tive lille may be conveyed over and over a 
thousand times, and it is a deleclivL! title, 
slill. In conveying laiul, two parlies are 
necessary to make a deci.1 ; there may 
be moie, hiU never less. No conveyance 
was made, aside Ironi the grarit,by ihu Cruwii 
to tho Company, coiisetpiently, no^other title 
is held by them, except to sell' and receive 
one-tenth of the receipts. In tliis case there 
IS only one party and that the Company.

thi^ Crown, it is clear that the 'coloiiy has a 
ju.'-t and eipiitable claim to the thousands of 
dollars received for town lots not accounted

In view ol being a sell'-snpporliiig colony,

The tsenator was moored in 'a similar 
rnaiHier, and was aground. 

In our o|)inion, both vessels being placed 
and moored by the J'ort authorities, it can- 
not he said tliu damage was occasioned by 
uny wrongful act or default' of either of (be 
respective captains or crews. 

The gale wliit^h oecasioneil the damaga 
was an I'.vtraordinary vi.silatioi), and such as 
we might reasonably e.V[)ect would cau.se 
damage to shipping ; in lact it was a tem- 
pesS, and the aut of God ; and as the vessels 
were placed and moored in safety by the 
'Port authorities, we can with no more reason 
look for one ship to bear the damage which 
the other ship sustained liy such a tempest, 
than we could hold the captain of hhip 
which was set on lire by lightning, liable 
for damages which another ship sustained 
by the lire of the first ship. 

There being no blame attached (n either 
of the captains of thu.se ves.sels, the damage 
not being occasioned by any wrongful art or 
default, each of thosii ve.s.sd.s tnust liear 
tfeeir own loss or damage.
